Athabasca Landing, Aug. 5—The fire here is practically subdued 
but flame and smoke are everywhere. The council has appointed 
watchmen to warn the town and hold the fire in check should 
a strong wind come up. Every street is littered with a mass of 
goods snatched from the stores before they burned. But peace 
and order have been the rule throughout the day. A number of 
special constables were sworn in but their services were not 
needed, 
Over thirty business firms were wiped completely out, their 
stores now laying flat. The total loss will exceed a half million 
dollars and the insurance will only cover a small fraction of this.
